"This show has been BO badly man- 


aged that it fell down from a sure 
$750,000 show to a point where it is 
doubtful now that it can be held," 
Kearns said. "Dempsey could have 
had several purses just as big for July 
4 fights in other cities, and if the 
money is not available to live up to 
the contract which was signed, in 
good faith by all parties there is noth- 
ing- for us to dq but pull out"

Kearns to agree to accept a smaller 
purse but Kearns insisted that he 
would not and could not be changed 
from his present stand. 


As the afternoon passed without 


any action from the promoters, the 
impression grew almost into convic- 
tion that the money was not available 
and that fight might be called off by 
the promoters before the time set for 
the payment of Dempsey's last 1100,- 
ooo: 


One of the men connected with the 


fight, who refused to be quoted, as 
much as said at 1:30 p. m. that the 
promoters were about ready to give 
up. He said that only a miracle could 
save the fight 


It was learned that only $40,000 Is 


available, and that the men financing 
the fight have been unable to get ifte 
remainder of the money. 


It was also understood that the pro- 


moters had ordered the sale of tickets 
stopped in Shelby until the present 
crisis is past. 


The only hope the promoters now 


have is that Jack Kearns might con- 
sent to send Dempsey in for less 
money than is stipulated in the con- 
tract, and Kearns still insists that be 
will exact every cent of the money 
promised him.

:ourt should have withdrawn from the 
consideration of the jury the charges 
of first and second degree murder and 
manslaughter; that the court erred in 
giving its instrutciohs and refusing 
those profered by the defense; that 
newly-discovered evidence is avail- 
able; that there were many irregulari- 
ties, and that there was misconduct 
of the jury and of the county at- 
torney. 


The claim is also made that the 


court erred in allowing the jury to 
visit the Egbert home, where the kill- 
ing occurred; that it erred in allowing 
the dead man's clothing to be ex- 
hibited to the jury; that members of 
the jury falsely said they had no 
opinions, whereas they bad expressed 
them before and during the trial; and 
that the court had no business allow- 
ing testimony as to the examination 
in the county attorney's office of Mae 
Gordon, the daughter of Egbert, and 
the wife of his victim. 


As criminal cases take precedence, 
this appeal will probably be heard 
during 
the next six months. The 


court held a special meeting Monday 
to hear arguments on motion, but will 
not formally meet again until Septem- 
ber. 


Dr. Egbert shot and killed his son- 


in-law, Charles R. Gordon, last Feb- 
ruary, when the latter came back to 
the house with his wife to get their 
clothing.

Governor Says Shift Necessary Be- 


cause Legislature Didn't Give 


Enough Money to Bun 


Securities Bureau. 


George B. Hall, superintendent of 


finance, has become the superintend- 
dent 
of the blue sky department, 


legally known as the state bureau of 
securities. Governor Bryan, in mak- 
ing the announcement Monday, said 
that the new duties of chairman of the 
guaranty fund commission made it im- 
possible for K. C. Knudson, deputy 
secretary of the department of trade 
and commerce, to continue the super- 
vision of the blue sky bureau, a job 
that Secretary Hart had for 
four 


years. 


Acting under the section of the code 


that permits the governor to shift 
around 
the code departments and 


have one man work in more than one 
bureau he named Mr. Hall as superin- 
tendent, with no added pay. W. J. 
McNichols, appointed some days ago, 
is chief o£ the bureau at $200 a month. 
His predecessor got 1250 a month. 
The governor says that $200 is not 
enough, but that is all the legislature 
left him. 


The legislature cut the department 


appropriation from 135,000 to $19,000. 
The old appropriation permitted of the 
payment of $250 to the chief, $200 In 
each of three examiners, $130 to the 
chief 
clerk 
and 
$100 for a steno- 


grapher. The governor says that to 
retain these he would have had to cut 
salaries nearly 50 per cent, and this 
being insufficient, he has met the 
financial problem by letting out two 
of the examiners, Ross J. Thornton 
and James J. Woods, and reducing the 
salary of the one remaining to 1175. 


The governor said that this would 


make it necessary to give domestic 
corporations 
that are -reorganizing, 


and that if any time is left outside 
corporations will be attended to. He

Nine cars have been re- 
covered and it is beieved that other 
recoveries will follow. Several per- 
sons are in custody and other arrests 
are expected. The extent of the theft 
ring is not yet known. It is believed 
that possibly both men and women 
are involved. 


Cars thus far recovered are all prac- 


tically new. A preference was shown 
for Ford coupes and activities cen- 
tered largely in Nebraska. A ttrst hint 
of joperations showing a high degree 
of originality on the part of the pep 
petrators, was revealed, according to 
State Sheriff Carroll, following the ar- 
rest of LeRoy Reese and 
Charles 


Elliott in connection with the theft of 
a Ford coupe belonging to Dr. F. L. 
Rogers of Lincoln. Admission, accord- 
ing to the officers, substantiated su- 
spicions and assisted in the unravel- 
ing of suspected theft on a b^g scale. 


Elliott's bond has been increased' 


from |1,000 to 15,000. The state sher- 
iff urged that it be raised to $10,000. 
According to rumor, Elliott expected 
to make arrangements to set out on 
bail. Reese made no attempt to ob- 
tain a bondsman. If he should malta 
such attempt, it is probable that his 
bond will be raised. 


Reese and Elliott were 
arraigned 


Saturday on auto theft charges and 
were bound over. They went to jail 
on failure to furnish bond in the sum 
of $1,000 each. Admission, according 
to the officers, pointed to men higher 
up. Several.arrests have since been 
made. A mechanic is believed to be 
involved. Motor numbers on the sev- 
eral cars thus far • recovered were 
made over by hand. This was the 
work of a man who knows how. Two 
sets of dies have been confiscated.

morning placing supports for the 
temporary crossing. In the meantime 
Rock Island trains are being trans- 
ferred to the Burlington tracks and 
carried around the wreck. 


The derailment of seven cars in a 


freight train at 4 p. m. Sunday 
caused by a broken wheel under one 
of the cars, carried a heavy iron on* 
span bridge from the concrete abut- 
ments which supported it and hurled 
the bridge into the creek. Six of the 
seven cars derailed also fell into the 
creek. Five of them 
were 
loaded 


with lumber. One car and the caboose 
in which the conductor and brakeman 
were riding remained on the track. 
Twelve cars behind the engine passed 
over the bridge. Had the caboose gone 
down with the other cars serious in- 
juries would have resulted to mem- 
bers of the crew. The long steel span 
of the bridge was twisted and bent so 
that it will be useless except for junk. 
Workmen 
with 
acetylene torches 


were cutlng it in pieces Monday so 
that it could be lifted out of the creek 
and hauled away. 


When the cars went thro the bridge 


because of the derailment members of 
the crew in the way car thought the 
engine was lost as well while the en- 
ginemen were certain that the way car 
had gone down. So much dust arose 
from the cars buckling and pulling 
the bridge from the abutment that 
men on one end of the train could 
see the rear end for some time. 


It will be necessary to build a 


temporary bridge until a steel span 
can be secured to replace the one car- 
ried away by the wreckage. 


The car under which the 
wheel 


broke left the track several feet be- 
fore it reached the bridge. It 
WM 


pushed across the bridge by the mo- 
mentum of the train and derailed, but 
it did not fall into the creek. Cars 
behind it, however, 
buckled 
and 


swung the bridge superstructure clear 
of its supports.

it should be self developing as largely 
as possible and not development thru 
paternalism. 


2.—Development must never be at 


the expense 
of the great national 


waonders of the 
country, euch as 


Yellowstone National park. 


3.—Irrigation and reclamation pro- 


jects must be "lollowed thru" by the 
government "so that the individuals 
involved will have a 100 per cent 
chance to make good on the reclaimed 
land. 


Aften two days in the Yellowstone, 


the president is more than ever out 
of sympathy with these who see in the 
wonder cataracts only so much power 
going to waste. He probably will serve 
notice in his Spokane speech that so 
long as he is/president, the great na- 
tional park system will be protected, 
and if possible extended. 


While in Yellowstone Mr. Harding 


was told that the project for damming 
the rlrer above the canyon to provide 
water for irrigation 
was not dead, 


only sleeping. The president who was 
standing at the time at Artist's Point, 
declared emphatically to those about 
him that never, so long as he could 
prevent it would that scene be dese- 
crated by commercialism.

So It Will Swiftly Heal

FEW days ago I visited tho medical department 
of a great railroad system. In this western city 
there is a building set apart for the medical and 


surgical care of the railway employee. 


It is not a hospital; it is more than a clinic. It 


combines the social service and medical features of a 
great hospital's out-patient department. Every, patient' 
is studied, not alone'as to bis immediate need, but also 
with reference to his social and home surroundings. 


If a man appears with a serious burn, it is not 


enough to apply first-aid treatment. 
The question 


arises at once what will be done to and with the wound 
when the victim reaches 'home? What happens to a 
burn depends on the sort of care it has outside the doctor's office. 
If a 


burned surface is kept perfectly clean—surgically clean—there. is no 
delay in healing and little discomfort.-fr-r-

Unless^lt is properly cared for, an in- 
significant burn • may develop into an 
uncleanly, suppurating, dangerous sore. 


It is hard to get everybody to realize 
that any open, raw wound is exactly 
the kind of an entrance germs like to 
discover. The warmth and moisture of 
the burned tissues offer exactly the soil 
germs need for their lusty growth. 
" On this account the danger of a burn 
does not end when the pain stops. That 
may be but the beginning of really s,eri-

tected from 
to finish. 


After trying out all the known and 


approved methods- of treating burns, 
these railroad surgeons have decided 
that a simple boracic acid ointment is 
about the most satisfactory. It may be 
used aft all stages. It may be smeared 
over the surface to exclude the air and 
stop the pain when the accident first 
occurs. It may be applied daily till the 
cure is complete. 


Sometimes a bicarbonate of soda oint- 


ment will do more to control pain, but 
after this has been allayed, the boracic 
acid ointment will be substituted. 


I asked if the blisters are opened at 


once. 
The reply was that it makes 


Mttle difference whether they are or not. 
It is understood, of course, that if they 
are opened, the needle is first sterilized. 
The ointment is smeared over the 


damaged skin, a piece of gauze is ap- 
plied, and then a roller bandage is care- 
fully adjusted. The object is to exclude 
dirt and all contact which could possi- 
bly contaminate the -wound. 


There Is a redressing every day or 


two, great care being used to avoid 
damage -when the bandage and gauze 
are removed. 


Needless to say, the hands must b« 


perfectly clean and all the materials 
tised must be surgically clean.

FAVORS A LINCOLN BANK 


Cases Involving Claims* Are Womnd 


Up Up by Judge Hastings 


at Aurora. < 


AURORA, Neb., July 1."—Tbe last of 


the long line of cases in litigation in- 
volving claims against the American 
State bank of Aurora now in 
the 


hands of A. F. Ackerman, receiver, 
has just been decided 
by District 


Judge L. S. Hastings in favor of the 
City National bank of Lincoln. 
On 


March 15, 1920, according to 
the 


court's Judgment, the American State 
bank of Aurora had carried an ac- 
count with the City National bank of 
Lincoln and that just before the Au- 
rora bank closed its doors on March 
17, 1920, the City National received 
a telephone call from the Farmers 
State bank of Aurora asking the Lin- 
coln bank if it would pay a certain 
draft amounting to over eight thou- 
sand dollars. 


The Lincoln bank replied in the af- 


firmative, altho the 
draft overdrew 


the American State's account approxi- 
mately 1500. The City National there- 
upon filed claim In district court 
against Receiver Ackerman for the 
amount of the overdraft and interest 
and Judge Hastings holds that the 
Lincoln bank was subrogated to all 
the rights of the Farmers State bank 
of Aurora and is entitled to payment 
out of the guaranty fund. The City 
National officers explained toat they 
honored the draft only because they 
wanted to do everything possible to 
keep the American State Bank of Au- 
rora on its feet and Judge Hastings' 
decision is that they should net lose 
by reason of having rendered 
this

SUES FOR HEAVY DAMAGES 


Brings Action Against Joe Carlson, 


Wealthy Fanner Living Hear 


Palmyra. 


NEBRASKA CITY, Neb, July L— 


Claiming that the arrest of J. C. Con- 
over, one of its operatives, was false 
and malicious; and that the statements 
of Joe Carlson, who caused the arrest, 
forced Conover to quit his position, 
and compelled the company from op- 
erating further in Otoe county, the 
Central States Secret Service bureau 
of Lincoln, has started suit in the 
district court asking $5,000 damages 
of Carlson, who is a wealthy farmer 
of the Palmyra district 


The suit grows out of the arrest of 


Conover and'a companion, who were 
working as book agents in the Pal- 
myra district some months ago, when 
complaints were received by the sher- 
iff that they were insulting and abu- 
sive to residents of that section, and 
were impersonating United States of- 
ficers, displaying their official badg- 
es while interviewing citizens, and 
using intimidation. 
The two men were arrested, and 


the petition alleges were brought to 
Nebraska City to the county jail in 
handcuffs, and subjected to other ill 
treatment It also says that Carlson 
called them swindlers and crooks, and 
circulated this thru the country until 
it was impossible for the bureau to 
operate In this county. The men were 
brought to the jail here and kept over 
night, but after an examination and 
lecture In the morning, were released 
without prosecution.

Smith Forced the Issue. 


Governor Smith's reply to the at- 


tack made on him by William 
J. 


Bryan for signing the bill repealing 
the Mullan-Gage act is likely to make 
the 
more 
conservative democrats 
shiver. The governor, on the eve of 
a. visit to Illinois and Indiana, where 
he is regarded as a presidential pos- 
sibility, yanked the prohibition issue 
a little further out into the political 
sunlight The democratic leaders— 
like -the republican leaders — have 
hoped that it would remain in the 
dark recesses where "forbidden is- 
sues" are tucked away. The governor 
disappoints. them. 


Nobody can blame Al Smith for 


seeking in every way to justify his 
position. He did not ask for the pas- 
sage of the bill which signaled this 
state's discontent over prohibition 
conditions. Legislators of his own 
party, assisted by a few republicans, 
put through the measure and placed 
the governor in a position from which 
most politicians thought he could not 
escape without damage to his own 
political future. As Smith had the 
courage to do what a wet constituency 
in a wet state thought he would do 
when it elected him, naturally he has 
the courage to turn his guns on 
Bryan. 


Smith does not handle Bryan with 


gloves. He declares that the Nebras- 
kan belongs in the class of "fanatical 
drys" who will "never admit any- 
thing." Nor does the governor mince 
words in describing the Volstead act. 
He calls it a measure whose "inherent 
dishonesty tends to promote dis- 
honesty in ite enforcement." It is 
noticeable,* however, that Governor 
Smith 
exonerates 
the 
eighteenth 


amendment.. The state of New York, 
he says, raises no question about the 
amendment. "The question raised has 
reference only to the law enacted by 
Congress sustaining it" 
In this and other sentences are 


found the plank which Al Smith may 
carry into the democratic national 
convention of 1924. He says he sees 


great mass of citizens, neither 


famatical wets nor fanatical drys, 
"who are Just as tired bf the wets as 
they are of the drys and see a possible 
and constructive solution of this ques- 
tion on m common sense basis." This 
s as much as saying: Keep the eigh- 
teenth amendment, but let congress 
permit the use of beverages which 
che«r but do not-intoxicate. 


Such a proposal would present to 


the democratic convention, and pos- 
sibly to congress afterward, the moot 
question: What is, in facfan intox- 
icating beverage? This is a problem 
concerning which wise men have 
wrangled without coming to a com- 
mon agreement. Nobody with an 
ounce of brains, says Governor Smith.

Henry Ford, Rev. S. S. Marquis men- 
tions the indignation of other indus- 
trialists at the Ford wage scale and 
other features concerning the employ- 
es of the Ford interests.

Ford method is not copyrighted. 


Col. 
E. M. House, in a magazine 


article says: "The people will not be 
content until the United States has 
again assumed the leadership and re- 
sponsibilities in world affairs commen- 
surate with her moral, economic and 
political positions." Of this it might 
also be said that the method by which 
the United States attains its, "moral, 
economic and political" position Is not 
copyrighted. 


Col. House, however is speaking 


with a democratic party tongue and 
has specific reference to the American 
people. It raises an interesting point. 
What constitutes leadership? It is 
assumed that Col. House, as an active 
sponser of Versailles, means a hun- 
dred per cent leadership, the active 
boss-ship of the gang—"Mickey (him- 
self) 
McGuire." Leadership which 


means lending money, for example 
and bejng unwilling to collest it, for 
another example; and sharing in the 
squabbles for a further example. 


It is a striking criticism of Col.' 


House's phraseology that the Euro- 
pean press is virtually unanimous in 
the opinion that the United States, 
willy-nilly, already possesses the lead- 
ership Col. House covets for his fel- 
low citizens, with the difference .that 
this leadership is neither republican 
nor democratic, but national, the idea 
being uncopyrighted. The secret of 
leadership is force' of example, a very 
cogent form of leadership Indeed. It 
is also a leadership that preserves 
irrefragibly its self-respect; 
here it 


can walk with honor: there it must 
stand aloof. 


In fact it is something that cannot 


be proclaimed by platform, nor fixed 
by statute; it is an instinct, the same 
which gave birth to the nation, and 
the same which directs it along the 
road of its destiny. 
Col. House, in 


particular, should know how futile are 
the demi-gods of the political Parnas- 
sus to order or check the impulse of 
the American people.1—Detroit News.

private employers, and,' at the same 
time abolish the principle of compul- 
sory labor. This led the trade unions 
to consider tho possibility of resum- 
ing the use of the strike as a weapon 
against (he employers. The question 
was settled at the session of (he 
all-Russian central council of trade 
unions and 
certain 
principles there 


laid down were adopted by the fifth 
all-Russian trade union conference in 
September. 1922. 


The returns for the first six months 


in 1922 are still incomplete owing to 
various causes. The trade unions have 
not yet acquired the habit of keeping 
exact records of strikes, and in many 
cases there was a tendency to omit 
all mention of strikes which lasted 
less than twenty-four hours. How- 
ever, a record shows that 110 strikes 
occurred 
with a 
total 
of 
43,503 


strikers, averaging 427 workers per 
strike; 95 per cent of the strikes were 
declared for reasons connected with, 
wages, some because of the inade- 
quate wages and others on account of 
the delay in the payment of wages. 


Out of 100 strikes for which in- 


formation was available fifty lasted 
not more than one day, forty-one from 
one to five days, eight from five to 
twenty days, and only one for more 
than twenty days. The total number 
of days lost 91,794, an average of 
918 days per strike and 2.1 days per 
striker.

MEN AND THINGS 


There is this to be said lor poetry, that it does not 


grow old with the passing years like the novel and 
other forms ot prose. The real poems have some sort 
of divine fire in them that make them glow and pulsate 
no matter how long ago they were written. If you 
happen to have an old reader in your collection of 
hooks test this out. Compare the prose and thl 
poetry. The selections are supposed to have beet 
typical of the taste of the times. The prose is stilled 
and didactic, and inclines one more to laughter than to 
solemn contemplation of its excellencies of style. Most 
of the old novels have the .same faults. The poetry is 
unchanging in its appeal and interest. 


In the course of the year most newspaper editors are 


besought personally and by letter by many who have 
a yearning to write for some advice about the pursuit 
of such a career The number is much less than before 
tlie universities and high schools started teaching 
journalism and kindred courses. Nevertheless the ad- 
vice holds as good now as it did twenty-five years ago. 
Those who have the writing urge never can quench 
it, the vast number of those who dandle their toe-tips 
in the literary waters quit early because they are either 
appalled by the hard work ahead or the general low 
average of returns. Competent primary Instruction is 
now available to all who wish to follow the career. 
The icmaindei is a matter of writing and destroying, 
\Miting and destroying, until the art is mastered. 


One ot the best known of the magazines has com- 


piutely changed the style of its tiction in the last nine 
iiiouthd 
For several years its editors had the notion 


thai the readers wanted erotic stuff, and they gave 
it to them m liberal doses. Aitho artistically printed 
aad with excellent drawings, however anatomically 
revealing most of them were, It tell from its higl 
/slate with a dull thud after a temporary burst of popu- 
larity. We now note that it has completely abandoned 
Jiii style of story and its latest contents page contains 
.he names of our cleverest fictionists who write sane 
.ind sensible stuff. And the circulation Is bigger than 
e\er. The tale carries its own moral. 


Glamor and glitter have no strong hold upon the 


a.eiage human being. They are attractive, of course, 
a-id have a strong appeal to the young who have yet to 
learn the hollowness of the statue that they cover and 
the evanescent character of the pleasures they give 
birth to. The attempt, therefore, of the playwrights 
and btory writers who are thoroly soaked in such at- 
mospheres as that of New York and other big citiea 
to poison the taste of the people will always be futile 
if undertaken for the deliberate purpose of jarring 
them out of their seats or purposely done In the belief 
that it means added notoriety, which often pays larger 
returns than does genuine fame. 
The sneers at the 


small town people are ineffective to change the cur- 
rent of their lives, and it is a good thing for the 
country at large that they do. 


No life is drab unless the person living it chooses

It is true that certain instru- 
ments of pleasure that are available to the city dwellers 
are absent, but there is no more reason why the In- 
ability to grasp these should mar one's joy In existence 
than the lack of a dress suit or diamonds should bar 
men and women from being happy. The reaction from 
emotions that go with the hectic fife often produce 
more drab effects than is possible In lives that flow 
contentedly on.
